For  individuals  in  other  size 
families,  the  following  adjustments  are  suggested:  1-person — add  20  percent;  2-person — add  10 
percent;  3-person — add  5  percent;  5-  or  6-person — subtract  5  percent;  7-  or  more-person-- 
subtract  10  percent. 
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
